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PLEDGED IN EAST 
END FOR BEE LICK PIKE 



Enthusiastic Road Meeting Held at 
Crab Orchard Monday and Peo- 
ple Rally to Cause. 



The most enthusiastic good roads 
crowd that has gathered in this sec- 
tion in years was that at Crab Or- 
chard Monday afternoon. The object 
of the meeting, which had been called 
on short notice, was to discuss the 
building of a pike from Crab Orchard 
to the Pulaski county line, just 
south of Bee Lick, the Pulaski fiscal 
court having designated that as the 
official route in connecting the coun- 
ties. East End people generally, and 
those living on the mud road between 
Bee Lick and Crab Orchard particu- 
larly, composed the assemblage, 
which held its meeting in the "court- 
house." 

Capt. J. B. Willis was made chair- 
man and J. R. Edmiston and W. B. 
Hansford, secretaries. 

George B. Brown, of Pulaski, was 
the first speaker and he told of the 
many advantages that would be de- 
rived from piking the road which led 
through a splendid section of the 
country, which now had practically 
no outlet. 

He was followed by another Pulas- 
kian, R. W. Reynolds, who stated, 
that he was old and crippled, but 
that he proposed to donate to the 
splendid cause of building the pike 
and "lifting these good people out of 
the mud and mire." 

Attorney W. B. Hansford was the 
next speaker. He dwelt at length 
on the possibilities of the East End 
if the road were built, and insisted 
that what helped the East End would 
help the county. He thought the East 
End had not gotten ner share of the 
good things handed out by the fiscal 
court and stated that while his sec- 
tion of Lincoln county had aided in 
the building up of the rest of the 
county, very little had been done for 
the East End. 

W. E. Perkins, who is the most en- 
thusiastic man in the countv on the 
proposition of meeting the Pulaski 
pike at Bee Lick, gave many reasons 
why the citizens along the line should 
donate freely toward the building of 
the pike. He began his business ca- 
reer at Bee Lick and there for twelve 
years lived among the splendid peo- 
ple who today, for at least six 
months of the year have no way of 
getting to church, school or railroad 
station save through mud. Like Mr. 
Hansford, Mr. Perkins insisted that 
Crab Orchard Magisterial District 
had not been dealt fairly with and 
that the time had now come when she 
should make her demands and stand 
for them. 

K. S. Alcorn, of Stanford, made a 
telling talk and was liberally ap- 
plauded. He admitted that he owned 
land along the proposed route, but 
insisted that if he did not he would 
be just as strong for the proposition 
to build the pike. He told of the 
magnificent area that would be open- 
ed and the many advantages that 
would result. Magistrate Petrey said 
, that he was for the proposed road, 

i but that his colleagues of the fiscal 

court "downed him as they had done 
on almost every other "proposition 
that was of vital interest to the East 
End. That he had not been notified 
of the meeting that was held here 
last Monday, Feb. >>. and was in- 
formed of it by Pulaski county peo- 
ple, who wanted him to be on hand." 
J. C. McWhorter moved to Lincoln 
county from the mountains in order 
thai he might have trie advantage of 
good roads; that he knows what it is 
to mil through mud every time one 
went »• way from home. 

At this juncture subscriptions were 
called for and it kept the secretaries 
busy getting the names and amounts 
of those who wanted to subscribe to 
the fund to help build a pike where 
it is so badly needed. Following is 
a list of those who contributed, and 
this list will be largely augmented, 
for each man in the meeting consid- 
ered himself a committee of one to 
work for the splendid cause:

LATEST WAR NEWS. 

The State Department at Washing- 
ton was handed the notification of 
Great Britain and France to neutrals 
regarding the reprisals to be inaug- 
urated against Germany and her al- 
lies, which is considered by American 
diplomats as the most serious phase 
of the shipping controversy so far 
arising. A strong protest immediate- 
ly is regarded almost certain, and it 
is stated at the capital that the meas- 
ures to be inaugurated against Ger- 
many are worse than a blockade and 
calculated to paralyze the commerce 
of neutral countries. 

Premier Asquith in the House of 
Commons delivered "England's ans- 
wer to Germany's submarine block- 
ade." If the combined fleets of Great 
Britain and France can prevent it, no 
commodities of any kind except those 
on the seas shall henceforth, until 
the conclusion of the war, reach or 
leave the shores of Germany, the Pre- 
mier stated. He also touched upon 
the cost of the war, which he esti- 
mated at $7,500,000 daily to the Al- 
lies, and likely to increase. 

The attack of the allied fleet on 
the Dardanelles has been delayed be- 
cause of unfavorable weather for 
long range fire and aeroplane obser- 
vations, according to a statement 
from the Admiralty. The Paris 
Temps asserts that an agreement has 
been reached between France, Great 
Britain and Russia regarding the fu- 
ture status of the Dardanelles where- 
by Russia is to have free passage of 
the Straits. 

The Russians have concluded their 
operations around Przasnysz, accord- 
ing to their official report, where they 
defeated and have thrown back to the 
frontier "not less than two army 
corps." The Germans, after compel- 
ling the retreat of the Russian Tenth 
army, attempted to Join battle with 
the forces at Mlwa, where it is 
claimed they failed in a driving move- 
ment.

Casey Wants State Aid On Roads 

Casey county has joined the pro- 
cession and has applied for State Aid 
fof its roads, according to State Sen- 
ator Charles F\ Montgomery, who was 
in Stanford Monday. Senator Mont- 
gomery said that the Fiscal Court of 
Casey at a special meeting had appro- 
priated $8,000 for road work and 
reconstruction, and would ask a like 
sum from the State Road Fund.

BOUNTY ON SCALPS OF HAWKS 



Fish and Game Commission Plans 
To Protect Game Bids In State 



Progress and plans in restocking 
Kentucky with big game and birds 
and the streams with fish occupied 
most of the session of the State Game 
and Fish Commission at Frankfort 
this week. Forty-five whitetail deer 
are thriving in the game preserve in 
Bell county and an order has been 
placed with the Cleveland Cliffs 
Company of Michigan, for twenty 
adult deer. In addition to these the 
three Japanese deer presented to 
the commission by Commissioner 
Burnam, who received them from a 
friend in New York, have been plac- 
ed there and three English Fallow 
deer, a fine species, which thrives in 
this countyr will be placed in the pre- 
serve soon. 

Should the next General Assembly 
make a closed season on deer for a 
sufficient period, deer from the pie- 
serve will be distributed throughout 
the State where conditions are favor- 
able. 

Restocking the fields with quail is 
a problem on which the commission 
is working. Permits have been se- 
cured to catch a large number in 
Alabama and Florida; but arrange- 
ments to secure a supply in Mexico 
were frustrated by the discovery of 
a disease among them, which result- 
ed in a Government embargo on their 
importation. The season for trans- 
portation from Cuba will close Feb- 
ruary 28. but tho commission has suc- 
ceeded in getting a contract for fif- 
ty pairs. 

An experiment is being undertaken 
with English ringnecks, which will 
be sent to the Bell county preserve 
under the care of a gamekeeper. If 
they thrive, eggs will be distributed 
over the state. For the protection of 
the feathery game, bird refuges will 
be established in each county and 
contract forms have been prepared 
for submission to land owners, who 
will agrae to co-operate with the 
commission. 

War will be waged on destructive 
hawks, which prey upon g-rni- bi.ds 
and to this end prizes will be offered 
in each county for the largest num- 
ber of scalps of hawks with second 
and third prizes probable. 

The commission also will continue 
the successful policy of offering re- 
wards for the conviction of game and 
fish law violators The policy has re- 
sulted in a large number of convic- 
tions. 

The commission will purchase or 
lease fish ponds to secure from them 
fish for the distribution among the 
streams of the State. The transporta- 
tion has proven economical and the 
commission has secured a properly 
equipped car for that purpose. 

Chairman J. G. Sachs, of Louis- 
ville, Commissioners R. R. Burnam, 
Richmond, and J. E. Crider, Fredonia 
were present at the meeting.

The quickest action that has been 
obtained in courts around here in a 
case after a commission of a crime, 
was secured in the Lincoln Circuit 
court last week when Judge Hardin 
impaneled a special grand jury to 
hear the evidence against Harve 
Hopkins and Joe LeLsure, the two 
white men who burglarized J. Thos. 
Cherry's store at Crab Orchard last 
week. The grand jury was composed 
of Messrs. P. M. Kennedy, Dink Far- 
mer, Jesse D. Wearen. Harrv Hsll. J. 
H. Wright. G. W. Carter. E. T. 
Pence. Sr., John Stone, O. P. Huff- 
man, W. T. Tucker and J. C Flor- 
ence. Indictments, charged each of 
the men with housebreaking were re- 
turned at once, and they plead guil- 
ty before a petit jury which sentenc- 
ed them to a term of from one to two 
years in the House of Reform at 
Greendale. Each of the burglars is 
under 21 years of age. one being 
about 17 and the other 18. They live 
in the Fall Lick section, back of Crab 
Orchard.

Nolan Gets Big Damages Again 

The evidence of an X-Ray machine 
proved to have an important bearing 
in the second trial of the damage 
suit of Ed Nolan against the Cincin- 
nati Southern railroad in the circuit 
court last week. Upon order of the 
court Mr. Nolan was token to Lexing- 
ton, where an X-Ray expert took a 
picture of his hip which was alleged 
to have been permanently injured by 
negligence on the part of the rail- 
road and its employes. Photographs 
so taken were shown the jury which 
tried the case with the result that a 
verdict in favor of Nolan, awarding 
him $9,500 damages was brought in- 
to court. This case was tried once be- 
fore in the local circuit court and a 
judgement for $10,000 damages 
against the railroad given Nolan. The 
railroad appealed to the Court of 
Appeals, which set the verdict aside 
and ordered a new trial.

NOTICE TO STOCK MEN 

I have received the following in- 
structions: 

Quarantine Order No. 28 Issued by 
State Live Stock Sanitary Board 
of Kentucky Feb. 18, 1915 

A second outbreak of the disease 
commonly known as foot and mouth 
disease has occurred in the State of 
Kentucky, and now exists in at least 
two counties, and probably more, and 
these counties are in quarantine. Cer- 
tain portions of twenty other states 
j and territories are or have been visit- 
j en l>v this plague. It in impossible 
j to know accurately the centers of in- 
fection in the state in -which this 
I outbreak occurred, and it is impossi- 
ble to tell at what time the states 
that arc now free may liave an out- 
bieak of this disease; and therefore, 
in order to pi Hect the animal ndus- 
try ff Kentucky. 

IT IS ORDERED by the State live 
Stock Sanitary Board of Kentucky 
that no cattle, sheep, other rumi- 
nants, or swine intended for stocker, 
feeder or breeding purposes shall be 
brought into the State of Kentucky 
from any state in which this disease 
lias existed, or .in which it exists at 
the present time; and this order shall 
be applicable to any state in which 
an outbreak may hereafter occur 
when the fact becomes known and is 
certified to by the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry at Washington. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that 
no sales shall occur in public market 
places, or upon the streets in any 
city or place in the State of Kentucky 
of any stocker, feeder or breeding 
cattie, sheep, other ruminants or 
swine. This order is issued to cover 
in particular what is known as 
"court day sales" in this Common- 
wealth, and shall not apply to private 
sales in free territory. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that 
no cattle, sheep, other ruminants or 
swine, intended for stocker, feeder 
or breeding purposes, shall be ship- 
ped into Kentucky from any state or 
territory in which no outbreak of 
this disease has occurred, unless said 
shipment shall be unloaded in the 
presence of, and be inspected by a 
County, State or Federal Inspector 
and no movement of above named 
animal shall occur from one county 
to anothor in this Commonwealth un- 
less the animals are examined and 
certified to by a County, State or 
Federal Inspector in the county in 
which they originate, and the same 
movement of animals be inspected 
and certified to by a County, State 
or Federal Inspector in the county 
which is the destination of said move- 
ment. 

This order shall in no wise super- 
sede or cancel Quarantine Order No 
27 heretofore issued, which places 
certain counties and parts of counties 
in CLOSED and Modified area. 

Effective from and after midnight 
February 18, 1915.
